It appears from the minutes of our Ministerium, that in Oct. 1832, the 
said Jéhu Jones, on the recommendation of the Rev. Dr. Bachman, of Char- 


leston, S. C., was ordained in the city of New York, by a number of Lu- 
theran cletgymen connected with this Ministerium, with a view to his — 


- laboring as a Missionary in the Colony of Liberia, Africa. Upon this 
mission he never entered, but subsequently attempted to establish a Lu- 


theran congregation among the colored people in Philadelphia. In this 


he utterly failed, and by his inefficiency and general deportment, forfeited — 
_ whatever confidence the Church had reposed-in his Christian character 
and integrity. From the period, of his ordination to the present time, he 
has never been in connection with this or any other Lutheran Ministeri- 
um; and as he represents himself to be a Lutheran Missionary, and, — 


— under this designation, has imposed himself upon the Churches, making 


collections of money, and appropriating them to his own personal use,
